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Department of Insurance expands exam sites, fulfilling pledge to agents, brokers, other

licensees

FRANKFORT, KY. – New test sites at 11 Kentucky community and technical colleges will allow

agents, brokers and other licensees of the Department of Insurance to take required exams closer

to home, Commissioner Janie Miller announced today.

More than 3,000 agents, adjusters, brokers and other licensees a year are expected to take exams

at the new sites, beginning May 8 and continuing on the second and fourth Tuesday of every month.

Agents and other licensees identified expanded exam sites as a top priority during town forums

hosted by the department last year, Commissioner Miller said. “This fulfills a pledge when I became

commissioner in January to make exam sites more accessible and to focus on needs of more than

68,000 agents,” Miller said.

In an agreement with the Kentucky Community and Technical College System, campus officials

will serve as proctors for the tests. The Department of Insurance will continue to handle all details

related to the exams, including processing license applications, scheduling exams, grading tests,

and reporting results.

In addition to the new sites, the department has increased the number of exams offered in Frankfort

to four a day, five days a week. About 1,200 licensees currently take tests each month in Frankfort.

Licensees are required to score 70 percent or better to pass and receive a valid license. The

department will grade tests taken at the new sites within two days. Test results, and licenses to



those who pass, will be mailed. In addition, licensees can check the department’s web site (if an

applicant passes, the web will display a license date). All details are on the agent licensing page of

www.doi.state.ky.us.
